“The milk should be kept itn the 

original bottle and the bottle left in 
the refrigerator until needed. 
' “Once a bottle is opened it should 
be kept covered,“ both to keep out 
bacteria and to prevent the absorp- 
tion of undesirable odors. 

“The original cap should not be 
replaced. Instead, place an inverted 
cup or tumbler on top of the bottle. 

“The milk should be used from the 
bottle as needed and any unused milk 
should not be returned to the ‘bottle 
after having been poured into anoth- 
er veasel. 


“Do not let milk stand in a warm 
room on the table any longer than fs 
necessary. 
“Do not place milk in a refrigerator 
compartment with onions or other 
food having a strong odor. | 

“Before returning the bottles to the 
milkman wash them first in cold wa- 
ter and then in warm water.” .

The wery diversity of themes, clev- 
erly acted and presented, suitably 
garnished with aphorisms, has made 
the remarkable success of the play. 

Man's double standard of morality 
runs through the play almost inde- 
pendently of another with which it is 
closely allied to the end. 

The indiscretions of Frank Clayton, 
the man of the world, the forgiveness 
of his wife, her distrustful jealousy 
kindled again, leading her to a very, 
superficial breach of conventionality, 
and their temporary sepafation would 
be convincing, if based on facts. 

With great skill) the playwright 
leaves the whole matter a nebulous 
probiem for the spectator to solve 
without success. i 

Did Mra. Clayton Visit the apart- 
ments of Benjamin de Lota? No 
doubt at all on that fact, but since 
they were seen by her father a few 
moments later at the opera, Mra 

ton can convincingly exclaim, “I 
am not guilty,” and yet De Lota is 
In love with her. That Clayton, her 
husband, was once indiscréet he ac- 
knowledges, and his second offense 1s 
only vaguely circumstantial. 

The desire of the auth@r is to 
awaken interest and discussion on our 
present double staadard of morality, 
one of thé many peints of attack of 
modern woman, who logically de- 
mands that ethically “what's sauce for 
the goose is sauce for the gander.”
